The lower part of the dome and other portions of the interior

The royal cortege passed through the private grounds of Mr. E. 
H. Clarke, from the new to the old Dublin road, and a visit was 
paid to the Royal Botanical Gardens. 

Thence passing to the Queen’s College, her Majesty was received 
a the president, vice-president, the registrar, and the architect. 

aving inspected the examination-hall and walked in the cloisters, 
the Queen returned to her carriage. 

Making another detour, the procession passed through some 
other main streets of the town, and returned to the pavilion on the 
quay at six o’clock, the ene of the whole route haying 
occupied about two hours and a half. 

After her Majesty had embarked, the mayor received commands, 
through Sir G. Grey, to proceed on board the royal yacht, where, 
we understand, the Queen and Prince Albert were graciously 
pleased to express their great gratification at the eordial welcome 
they had received, and the pleasure all the arrangements and 
proceedings of the day had afforded them. 

It were not easy to enumerate mottoes, and minutely to describe 
the royal route with all the gaicty of its illustrations. The 
eanieral effect on such occasions is all that can be communicated to 
the reader, and that we have endeavoured to indicate. 

The preparations were ample, the people were enthusiastic, the 
Queen was delighted, and everything passed off without the slightest 
accident or anything to mar the éclat of a most gratifying reception. 

At half-past five her Majesty returned, and, with her countenance 
radiant with joy and good humour, remained on deck, acknowledging 
with empressement the marks of respectful attachment she received 
on every side till the Fairy was fairly steaming back to her 
anchorage, where she arrived at six o’clock. The gale, for so it 
now was, grew furious, and it soon was evident from the state of 
tho sky and water that the squadron would not leave Belfast for the 
night. Soon after dusk the mountains gleamed with bonfires, 
which blazed through the mist and wind like meteors. A few 
daring boats put off, but soon retired again to safe harbours; and 
the royal squadron was left riding through the gale, when dark- 
ness came on, with no other possible marks of recognition than 
those made by the weather-beaten peasantry on the mountain-sides, 
who sat by their signal-fires till drenched by the soaking rain. 

On Sunday evening the wind blew with increased vehemence 


from the south. 


ARRIVAL IN THE CLYDE. 
DEPARTURE .FOR BALMORAL. 


The gale which blew all Saturday night continued with unabated 
vehemence on Sunday, blowing up sheets of spray in the secure 
anchorage wherein the vessels rode, and whistling through the 
rigging till the shrill noise drowned even its own fury. The shore 
on both sides, all shrouded in mist, looked (through such gleams 
of light as afforded one an opportunity of discerning it) gloomy and 
menacing; overhead was one dark canopy of driving clouds, beneath 
and around a cheerless land and an angry roadstead, tossed into a 
thousand foaming waves. A few daring yachts and small boats 
which ran down towards the fleet at times careened over to the 
water’s edge, and soon sought shelter under the lee of the land; 
and thus for many along hour the steamers rode in solitary asso- 
ciation, head to wind, tugging away at their cables as if wearied of 
their stay and anxious for a speedy departure. 

At a quarter past one o’clock the Vivid was ordered up to Belfast 
to land a royal messenger, and rushed up to the quay with her 
usual velocity amid the applauding shouts of numerous persons 
there assembled, who imagined the little boat had carried up the 
Queen and Royal Family on a sudden excursion to church. At half- 
past two o’clock she returned, and on approaching the roadstead, 
where the royal squadron had Jain so securely on her departure 
for the town, they were nowhere to be seen. Towards four o’clock 
it was evident the squadron did not intend to make for the mouth 
of the Clyde, for their course was too much to the southward ; and 
about five o’clock they were visible passing the Corsil light, at the 
entrance of Loch Ryan, into which they ran, and where they 
anchored, off Cairn, at twenty minutes after five o’clock. They lay 
in silence and the gloom all night—not a soul visible on shore or 
along the high hills which surround it. A little boat put off 
from the royal yacht soon after her arrival to a small landing-place 
on the south side of the Loch, and [it was said the Prince was one 
of her passengers, but of this fact we lay all the onus upon rumour 
solely, merely venturing to affirm that the boat put off, and, after a 
short stay, during which several gentlemen landed and walked along 
the beach, returned to the vessel. At midnight all the vessels 
settled down into gloom and profound darkness ; the lights were 
extinguished in the yachts, and no sound was heard over the dreary 
waste but the roaring of the wind, still rude and strong as ever, the 
scream of the gannet as he flew to his rockey nest, or the bells 
which marked the slow course of time on board the vessels. 

With the dawn up rose the wavering blasts of steam from every 
vessel of the fleet, The Isles of Arran and Bute, looming like Alps 


| through the mist, were passed with a heavy run of sea... A little 


revenue cutter here stood off from under the lee. of the land, and 
put Captain Robinson on board the yacht to act as pilot. At eight 
o’clock the Vivid stood up to Greenock, and, having made a short 
stay opposite the Custom-house, returned just in time to catch the 
Victoria and Albert and the Fairy steaming up the magnificént 
estuary of Loch Long. But, alas! its magnificence was for the 
most part wrapped in a drizzling mantle of rain, and could only be 
taken for granted. Soon after eleven: the royal yacht, the tender, 
and the Vivid, turned back, the two former proceeding up Loch 
Goyl, whence it was understood that her Majesty and suite would, 
if the weather proved less unfavourable, start across the isthmus 
to Loch Lomond; the latter returning to Greenock, and passing in 
her course several steamers, in one of which the storm-tosged 
Provost of Glasgow was said to be, intent on paying his respects to 
his Sovereign. 

Her Majesty left Loch Gair, a few miles below Greenock, in the 
Fairy, with the Vivid in her train, at 8-15 on Tuesday morning, 
and arrived at Glasgow shortly before twelve o'clock, having been 
received in her passage up the Clyde with the warmest demonstra- 
tions of hearty and delighted loyalty. 

The Lord Provost, having presented an address from the cor 
poration, received on board the honour of knighthood. 

The deputations from the lord lieutenant, deputy lieutenant, and 
magistrates of the county, from the Presbytery of Glasgow, of the 
Established Church, and from the Free Kirk of Scotland, were 
severally introduced, and presented addresses to her Majesty, who 
immediately afterwards, in company with Prince Albert and the 
royal children, proceeded to visit the cathedral and the college, 
receiving on her progress through the vast and orderly assemblage 
the most enthusiastic plaudits. 

Shortly after two o’clock the royal party arrived at the terminus 
of the Edinburgh and Glasgow Railway, where they partook of 
refreshment, and then started for Balmoral by special train, vid 
Perth, where her Majesty stayed for the night. 

The royal party arrived at Perth at twenty minutes to four o’clock, 
having occupied two hours and seven minutes coming from Glasgow. 

The high constables were summoned to be in readiness for the 
departure on Wednesday morning, at ten o’clock. Her Majesty
